Eloquent Sermon Delivered Last 
Evening by Rev. G. C. Shop- ^ 
herd, Washington, Pa. 


S E S S IO N C L O S E S T H IS E V E N IN G 


Last evening’s session of the Pitts 
burg conference union of the M. P 
church Y. P. S. C. E. was well attend-1 
ed and showed an increasing interest. I 
Owing to the illness of Rev. Gladden 
the address of welcome was delivered 
by Rev. Taggart. 
In the course of his 
short talk Rev. Taggart said: “I love 
the Christian Endeavor society on ac­ 
count of its loyalty to the church. One 
of the 
results of this meeting will 
be to send each memb*. home more 
loyal to his 
own church and to his 
ow n pastor. 
The Christian who has 
no ( hurch home and who is so liberal 
in bis views that he does not need a 
creed, who feels as much at home one 
p ace as another, may be in 
some 
senses as loyal to Christ, but I don", 
believe he can do as efficient work as 
he could do otherwise.” 
He closed by heartily welcoming the 
union to the city in the name of the 
pastor and in the name of the congre­ 
gation. 
President of the meeting, Rev. A. T. 
Steele, responded in a short talk, tak­ 
ing the place in the program of Rev- 
Robert J. Young, of Pittsburg, 
who 
was to have given the response, but 
who was unable to be present. 
The entire evening’s program was 
interspersed with music, but the vocal 
solo by Mrs. F. C. O’Rourke, of New 
Brighton, deserves especial mention. 
The president introduced Rev. Geo. 
C. Sheppard, D. D., of Washington. 
Pa., who preached the convention ser­ 
mon. 
Rev. Sheppard chose as his text Co­ 
lossians 3:23, “And whatsoever ye do, 
do it heartily, as to the Lord and not 
unto men.” 
He spoke in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“If wre were to make an analysis 
of the forces' employed 
by 
men to 
work out the possibilities 
of 
their 
natures, we would discover that there 
arebut two forces in use, which may 
be used separately or in combination. 
The greatest good is accomplished by 
employing them together, but the ten­ 
dency of our disposition is to use one 
more 
strongly than the other. 
The 
use of intellect alone may produce a 
very finished 
product, 
but 
wholly 
heartless, and while the intellect may 
be invigorated, there is no response 
of the heart and the effect is shorn of 
its power. 
Jesus Christ was the perfect mas­ 
ter of heart force. WThile a1! his words 
denote the strongest play of intellect, 
he reaches the intellect and heart at 
once. 
You cannot 
get 
along 
in 
church work without heart force, in­ 
tellectual preaching may do good, but 
heart and intellect combined will do 
more. If a sympathetic heart can find 
•'mother heart like itself, unite the two 
and that union will make a center of 
influences, which will draw others to­ 
wards it. 
All the people in a church 
doing their work heartily would soon 
evangelize communities. 
The trouble 


with us is 
we 
are 
always looking 
around to see what the Christian En­ 
deavor isdoing. Look for individuals. 
The society will take care of itself, j 
Collect three or four 
people 
w h o s e J 
hearts want to work 
heartily 
and 1 
their work will form a center of feel­ 
ing and it soon begins to whirl and 
draws in others. 
The heart worker 
is usually the original worker, 
lf you 
want to do good do not wait until you 
can plan with the whole society to 
do it. but go and accomplish it. 
“Paul was the embodiment of 
his 
own thought, none were doing more 
earnestly than he ‘whatever he found 
to do,’ he did with his whole m ight 
You see in him the incarnation of his 
own thought, that seeing a man work­ 
ing heartily and effectively ought to 
inflame our hearts to do likewise.”

Bryan has w ritten to Senator J. C. S. 
Blackburn advising th a t the Goebel 
election law be repealed. 
W hen asked 
about th e m atter Senator Blackburn 
tiaid: 
“I have received several letters from 
Mr. B ryan, b u t he has not outlined any 
specific line of procedure.” 
“Is it not likely that such steps will 
be taken in the Democratic conven­ 
tion?” was asked. 
Senator Blackburn smiled and said: 
‘‘That will come out later ” 
At the Democratic state convention, 
Senator Joe Blackburn read the report 
of the committee on resolutions. The 
report reaffirmed the 'Chicago platform 
and instructs the 26 delegates from Ken- 
tacky to cast their votes tor Bryan and to 
vote as a unit on t.ll questions. The Re­ 
publican national policy was denounced 
in its entirety, as were separately imperial­ 
ism, the Porto Ricon tariff bill, the m ain­ 
tenance of an arm y in the Philippines and 
th e financial policy. Sympathy w as ex­ 
pressed for the two South African repub­ 
lics. T rusts were denounced. The Democrats 
of K entucky were congratulated for their 
course in the recent troubles. The assassina- 
of Goebel was declared to be the result of a 
republican conspiracy, and William S. Taylor 
and his official acts were condemned. 
Senator Blackburn, after reading the resolu­ 
tions. addressed the convention on a proposal 
to modify the present election mw 
mo va as 
the Goebel law. He said the committee had 
been perfectly harm onious and that it had 
ag> cod that modification of the law. which he 
ud had been a failure, was necessary. This. 
he said, had been the opinion of Governor Goe­ 
bel himself. The am endm ents recommended 
art such as will giye the two leading parties 
equal representation on election boards and, 
the. D em ocrats claim, insure a fair and honest 
count. 
The com m ittee also favored an educa­ 
tional qualification for voting. These changes, 
Senator Blackburn said, had been decided to 
leave to the convention to nominate a gover­ 
nor, which will be held Ju ly IU in Lexington. 
The report of the com m ittee on resolutions 
was adopted.

LABOR A GIGANTIC TRUST. 


A W itness Ho Stated Before the Indus­ 
trial Commission. 


W ashington, .June lo .—John P. C of­ 
fin, of Lake Butler, Fla., testified be­ 
fore the industrial commission in regard 
to labor in its relations to capital. 
His 
testim ony in part was that the w alking 
delegate was largely responsible for 
strikes. 
The next great cause of labor 
troubles, he said, was greed, “ some­ 
times ou the part of the narrowm inded 
employers, but the agitator is alw ays in 
the field.” 
The third cause was, in his opinion, 
the employment of uon-uniou men iu a 
shop w heie the labor organizations are 
trying to obtain and keep absolute con­ 
trol. This attacked the right of the em ­ 
ployer to ii a i age his own affairs and 
the right ut a citizen to earn his bread. 
Such action, said Mr. Coffin, forms a 
gigantic trust beside w hich the so-called 
trusts or aggregations of capital pale 
into insignificance.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , June 15.— An interest* 
ing event in the Republican national 
committee meeting was the seating of 
the Warmouth delegates from Louisiana 
after a very spirited contest. This is 
an overthrow for the federal officehold­ 
ers of Louisiana, ten of whom were on 
the delegation headed by Wimberly, 
the collector of the port of New Orleans. 
Although Wimberly is a member of 
the national committee and made the 
strongest possible presentation of the 
case the committee, by a vote of 25 to 
18, declared in favor of his opponent. 
Among the men thus denied seats in 
the convention is William H tt Kellogg, 
former governor and at one time United 
States senator from Louisiana, who has 
been a delegate to every Republican 
convention since 1860. 
Warmouth aud 
his friends, who were successful, repre­ 
sent the sugar planting interests of 
Louisiana, and the claim was made be­ 
fore the national committee that recog­ 
nition of this faction would make it pos­ 
sible to elect three Republican members 
of congress in the state. 
The Delaware case was in abeyance, 
while 
tho 
sub-committee appointed 
the day before was endeavoring to have 
the factions agree. It is understood 
that the Dupont-Higgins delegates in­ 
sist upon absolute recognition of their 
entire delegation, while the Addicks 
men have shown a d isu n io n to make 
some concessions. Mr. Payne, who is 
chairman of the sub-committee, said the 
Delaware case may go over until tomor­ 
row before final settlement. 
Chairman Hanna was the center of 
interest and is much sought after for 
interviews, in the hope that lie will give 
some indication of his choice for the 
vice presidency. 
He was still nim-com­ 
mittal, aud, while he had been quoted 
in several papers, his statements were 
of a general character. 
Senator Hanna 
has been very seldom in the committee 
room, and apjmreutlyavoids taking part 
in the denigrations of the committee, 
as far as the contests are concerned. Mr. 
Fessenden, of 
Connecticut, presided 
over the committee Thursday, even dur­ 
ing the brief periods when {Senator 
Hanna was present. 
As to the vice presidency, while it is 
the uppermost topic of discussion, mem­ 
bers of the committee and other lead­ 
ing Republicans here seemed to be still 
at sea. 
The avowed candidates are Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Woodruff of New York, 
who had friends ou the ground hustling 
for him, Secretary 
Long, who was 
launched a full fledged candidate by the 
general distribution of his picture on 
buttons labeled “ For Vice President, 
John D. Long,” aud Represeutatr 3 
Dolliver, of Iowa, whose friends were 
urging him because of his reputation 
as an orator aud also for geographical 
reasons. 
According to the outlook, Thursday 
■night, besides the three named, there 
will be votes east for a number of favor­ 
ite sons, though probably in many in­ 
stances it will bt' purely a compliment 
ary vote. 
Among these are Senator 
Fairbanks, of Indiana; ex-Seuator Wash 
burn, of Minnesota; Governor Scho 
field, of Wisconsin; 
Judge Bartlett 
Tripp, of South Dakota; SenatorPritch 
ard, of North Carolina; Irving Scott, of 
■California, aud Colonel Jay L. Torrey, 
of Wyoming, while the field is open for 
any others who may be enti led for the 
race.

A rei>ort has reached here that the 
British, American aud Japanese minis­ 
ters in Pekin favor the restoration of 
Emperor Ewang Su, but that the French 
and Russian ministers insist upon the 
powers taking charge of China. 
It was 
further reported that the repspective di* 
visions of the country had already been 
assigned. The l»elief is that the with­ 
drawal of the British ships from the 
Yang Tse Kiaug is an indication of 
Great Britain’s disclaimer of the ‘Sphere 
theory.’ ” 
Later reports from Tien Tsiu confirm­ 
ed the news of the burning of the Jap­ 
anese legation, but the rumor that a 
minister had been murdered was not 
confirmed.

of pain. but rather of discomfort un­ 
der the breast while eating. 
The food 
ut times passed easily into the stom­ 
ach. 
At other times it was regurgitat­ 
ed Immediately. 
Nothing could be seen 
in the throat. 
With a probe some ob­ 
struction was I elf.

skiagram 
showed 
a 
suspender 
buckle at tile middle of the chest and 
possibly another higher up. 
As the 
chief danger in esophageal impaction 
la from ulceration Into the great ves­ 
sels. especially when the foreign body 
ha* sharp edges, ami as fatal erosion 
usually takes place In two weeks or 
less. it was concluded that if there 
was any erosion it was sufficiently ad­ 
vanced to make even the most careful 
manipulation dangerous. The problem 
was how to perform extraction with­ 
out producing fatal hemorrhage. 
The throat was opened, and w’itb a 
pair of forceps, a siring attached to a 
brass ring aud theu half a suspender 
with two buckles ami finally a third 
buckle were removed. 
A probang was 
passed Into the stomach without meet­ 
ing with further obstruction.

Mr. Payne, who is 
c h a ir m a n of the sub-commit r**e, said the 
Delaware case may go over until tomor­ 
row before tiutil settlement. 
Chairman tlanua was the center of 
interest and is much sought after for 
interviews, in the hope that lie will give 
some indication of his choice for the 
vice presidency,

It was further rumored here that the 
international relief parties were experi­ 
encing great difficulties in regard to 
provisions and water. It was believed 
that the delay had been caused by the 
fear that the force was insufficient to 
overcome the opposition that might be 
encountered and thus precipitate a mas­ 
sacre at the capital.
